If there is 
anything in ,the world better calcu- 
lated to stir up one's energies, sel 
tho blood bounding, aud inspire a 
disposition to do something, than 
an establishment of this kind, with 
its whirling wheels, buzzing saws, 
and stalwart artisans, busy with the 
various implements of their craft, 
fashioning articles of beauty and 
utility, it ia hich timo that such a 
blessing to mankind should be im- 
mediately produced. The past year 
has been one of great activity at 
these Mills. They are the pioneers 
in title and in fact. Although there 
was a mill hero in Oakland before 
them, it has passed a way or been 
merged into something else, and left

They are situated on First street, 


between Broadway and Washington. 
The Mill building, erected a little 
over tea years ago, is in the form 
of an elbow, find 125 feet front on 
First street with a depth of 50 feet 
on Broadway. It has a depth of SO 
feet on Water street—a small street 
that connects First street with the 
Creek. 
OB the north side of First 


street, directly opposite the Mill, 
there is a lumber and warehouse 
50x200 feet in dimensions.

property is owned by Mr. J. E. 
Blethen, anil the estate of the late 
V. P. Terry. 
The Mill building ii 


of wood, two stories in height, and 
has been owned awl controlled by 
Blethen & Terry since March 1868. 
There are at present 75 men em- 
ployed in the manufacture of the 
various articles of wood that pertain 
to the building of houses.

average business during the past 
year has amounted to something 
near 610,000 per month, aud the 
raw lumber used will average 10,000 
feet per day at the present time.

The Union Bank build- 
ing, corner of Broadway and Ninth 
street in this city is also a specimen 
of its handiwork.

Mr. William 
Walker, for many years a resident

?or the situation he fills. Mr. O. 
Button is the general foreman of the 
whole mill-work ; O. D. Bennett is 
'oreman of the machine hands ; A. 
J.r. Chamberlain of the sash depart- 
ment ; A. T. Elford of toe blind de- 
partment ; Fred. Schneider of door 
department, H. Newhans of carving 
department; and Mr. C. Parrj is the 
engineer. 
The most of these em- 


ployees are old hands, having serred 
five or six years in their present posi- 
tions, Their wages are good, and 
they work in tlie interests of their 
employers. 
A liimted number of 


apprentices are learning the vari- 
ous branches of work in this mill. 
An apprentice gets from 31 to $2 per 
diem ; common workmen get $2 per 
day ; skillet! labor from $2' 50 to 66 
per clay.
